Army Secretary Royall 
Predicts Success for 
Service Merger — 4000 
Visit Scott Air Base. 


Merger of the armed forces will 
succeed eventually, but not in a 
few months and not without dif- 
ferences of opinion, Secretary of 


the Army Kenneth C. Royall pre- 
dicted here last night in an ad- 
dress before the Air Force Associ- 
ation at Hotel Statler. 

The group was celebrating Air 
Force day, marking the first year 
in which the Air Force has been 
equal with the Army and Navy. 
Several thousand visitors watched 
an aerial show yesterday at Scott 
Air Force Base and saw two B-29s 
land after non-stop flights of 4527 
miles from the Azores, also in ob- 
servance of the anniversary. 

In his speech, Secretary Royall 
said unification of the services

“But most important of all, we 
have found out where unification 
is not working, where changes in 
procedures and in statutes are 
needed.

He will 
‘submit recommendations to Con- 
gress, as well as to the Hoover 
Committee on Organization.” 

Surprise for Both Sides, 

If @ war emergency should crise 
suddenly today, he continued, “our 
allies would be pleasantly sur- 
prised and our foes grievously dis- 
appointed at the unity and the 
singleness of purpose which would 
immediately appear.” 

At the outset of his address, 
Secretary Royall said it was “most 
gratifying” that during the entire 
first year of the new Air Force 
Department, “there has not been 
a single real controversy between 
the Army and the Air Force.” 

After reviewing accomplish- 
ments in the two World Wars, 
Secretary Royall said that in the 
current “cold war” the United 
States has reminded all nations 
that “our ingenuity, planning, 
execution and cool courage can 
still produce results far beyond ex- 
pectations.” 

Discussing the airlift to Berlin, 
he said 4000 or more tons of food, 
fuel and other vital supplies are 
being flown into the German capi- 
tal daily.

A notable advance in the nation- 
wide problem of regulating rates 
of the Bell telephone system was 
made yesterday when American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. re- 
duced by one-third the license fee 


it charges Southwestern Bell Tele- 
Phone Co. and the various other 
operating subsidiaries. 

This step was taken under prés- 
sure from the Special Telephone 
Committee of the National Associ- 
ation of Railroad & Utilities Com- 
missioners, following widespread 
criticism of the fee. The agreement 
to cut the rate of the fee from 1% 
per cent to 1 percent of the gross 
operating revenues of the associ- 
ated Bell companies was made at 
Chicago yesterday before the 
NARUC committee. 
The reduction will become ef? 
fective Oct, 1. 

Extent of Reduction. 

It was estimated, on the basis 
of this year’s business that the 
cut, after certain adjustments, 
would reduce the aggregate of the 
fee collected by A.T.&T. annually 
from $35,000,000 to $24,000,000, or 
by $11,000,000 a year. In 1947 
AT.&T. received from this fee 
$29,996,511, at the 1% per cent rate, 
but last year’s revenues were re- 
duced by a six-week strike and the 
telephone business in general has 
been increasing steadily.

Riley presently is chief of Amer- 
ican observers in the Holy Land. 

The announcement also said 
Swedish Gen. Aage Lundstroem, 
who had been Bernadotte’s chief 
of staff, would assume the title 
of special representative of the 
Palestine mediator.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Credit controls, going into effect 
Monday, are likely to put the 
skids under premium prices for 
used cars, some automobile deal- 
ers said today. 

Some said they already had 
lowered the amounts they’ve béen 
paying for “new used” and late 


model used cars in expectation 
that stiffer credit terms will make 
them harder to reseil. 

Some finance men expressed the 
view that the controls, by forcing 
high monthly payments, will put 
late model cars beyond the reach 
of many families with incomes up 
to $4000 or even more. 

With half the nation’s families 
having incomes under $2300, the 
number of squeezed out of the 
market.could run to millions. 

For cars costing $1800, which 
is the low-price field today, the 
required terms would run $600: 
down and roughly $80 a month 
for 18 months. 


Fourth of Monthly Income. 


The monthly payments alone 
would take one-fourth the monthly 
income of a $3840-a-year family, 
while operating would swell the 
expense further. 

The down payment could come 
out of savings, still plentiful and 
widely distributed. Those with an 
old car to trade in could count it 
toward the down payment. 

Auto manufacturers’ representa- 
tives here said they were not 
worried about sales of new cars, 
observing that: 

1. The new control require- 
ments—a third down in cash and 
the rest in 18 months (15 
months if the credit balance is 
under $1000)—are little if any 
stiffer than past terms of major 
auto finance companies. 

2. The backlog of orders on 
hand now is big enough to ab-

Municipal spending during the 
current fiscal year.continues to in- 
crease at a more rapid rate than 
municipal revenue, Comptroller 
Louis Nolte’s office reported yes- 
terday. It forecast a municipal 
revenue deficit of almost $5,000,000 
by the end of the current fiscal 
year next April. 


Reviewing financial trends in 
municipal operating funds, a re- 
port prepared by Budget Director 
E. G. Schubkege!l for the first five 
months of this fiscal year said 
that city revenues had increased 
by about $600,000 as compared 
with the same period of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. Expenditures 
during that period also increased 
by about $1,900,000. 

As the result of this widening 
difference in the rate of increase 
between income and spending, the 
municipal deficit, which was $1,- 
470,000 at the start of the fiscal 
year last April, is expected to 
grow to $4,917,000 by the time the

—No Clear Public Statement on Six Issues, Including || 


Federal Aid for Low Rent Public Housing.

| ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 18. 
HE transcontinental trip Gov. Thomas E. Dewey starts tomorrow as the 
1948 Republican presidential nominee will give him another opportunity to 
‘inform the voters about his views on major domestic and international is- 
sues. On many of the most important problems confronting the nation today 
the Republican, candidate already has expressed himself forcibly, but often in 
general terms. On a few of the controversial issues he has been silent or has 
made equivocal statements open to varying interpretations. 


The Post-Dispatch has compiled direct 
statements by the New York Governor on 
subjects most likely to demand the attention 
of the next President. Wherever possible 
they were selected from his latest public 
utterances although some of them go back 
to his campaign against Roosevelt in 1944. 


On six important topics Dewey has been) 


silent or has not made his views unmis- 
takably clear. These are: 

1. The quitclaim legislation, vetoed by 
President Truman, that would turn over 
the rich tideland oil regions to the states. 
There ig no record of any ptblic state- 
ment by Dewey on this, although the Re- 
publican platform calls for “restoration to 
the states of their historic rights” to the . 
tidelands, and Oveta Culp Hobby, execu- 
tive vice president of the Houston (Tex.) 
Post and former director of the Women's 
Army Corps, this week talkea to Dewey 
and later said he had “expressed sympa- 
thy’ toward turning tidelands oil over to 
the states. 

7. Federal subsidies for publicly owned 
low rental housing. Dewey has sponsored 
state aid for low rent housing for the low 
income group but has been silent on Fed- 
eral aid. 

3. Public transmission of publicly gen- 
erated electric power. No record of a 
statement on this. 

4. Federal aia for schools. He has spon- 
sored a large program for state aid but 
has said nothing publicly about Federal 
aid. 

5. Federal compulsory health insur- 


ting state financed institutions in New 
York to use margarine instead of but- 
ter. He is a dairy farmer. Successful 
F magazine quotes him as saying, 
“I don't think.there is so much point in 
removing the tax.” 

In his statements on pubdlicity owned low 
rental housing; Dewey has not ruled out 
Federal subsidies. His position on this 
feature in the Ellender-Wagner bill is un- 
known, It was killed by the Republican 
leaders of the House. 

In a speech in November, 1945, he said: 

“We have among us people who think 
we sh@uld do nothing. They say we ought 
to let the slowprocess of erosion and de- 
cline of property continue. When it gets 
cheap enough somebody will buy it and 
jmproyeit. ‘+° ~ 

“There are those who say we should 
do it by publicly financed housing projects, 
built at the expense of all the people. These 
would be operated as public corporations and 
they suggest ¥éry simiply that we need thou- 
sands of such projects as the solutions. 

“I do not believe either system will work. 
..» It seems clear to me that we must first 
develop a great combination of all the in- 
vestment resources of our citie. for the clear- 
ing of great areas and the building of large 
projects: with private capital from insurance 
companies, banks and individuals. Then 
this can be combined with state housing 
where it can be most useful in adjoining 
or marginal areas to protect the larger proj- 
ects.” 

In his annual message tothe State Legis- 
lature this year, he said: 

“Public housing is only a small portion

Salesman Who Ever Sat in 
the White House’—Likes 
Whistle Stop Speeches.

HEN Harry S. Truman leaves the 
White House for keeps, next January 


the results of the Nov. 2 election, he will 
have achieved one undisputed distinction— 
no President of the United States has cam- 
paigned more strenuously, 

The “greatest little salesman who ever sat 
in the White House,” as somebody has de- 
scribed him, has now taken to the road 
again to sell his homespun personality to 
the country. And admittedly he has a tough 
job of selling ahead of him, for the public 
opinion polls agree that thus far he is lag- 
ging behind in the popularity contest with 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 

Truman’s job is to sell the independents, 
the millions of people who have no regular 
party ties, who haven’t. yet made up their 
minds as between Dewey and Truman, and 
perhaps are indifferent and in a mood of “a 
plague on both your houses.” Truman 
thinks it is imperative that all Democrats 


‘tshould register and vote and bring their 


independent friends along with them. 

If thére is one man in the United States 
who thinks Harry Truman has a chance, 
a good chance, to win at the coming elec- 
tion, it is Harry Truman, Never was an 
underdog more confident, or more able to 
give the appearance of confidence. Since 
he does feel that he has a real chance, 
Truman intends to do all within his power 
to develop the opportunity. Certainly he 
does not intend to let the election go by 
default. 

As he left on his present campaign tour 
Friday, Truman declared: “I’m going to 
fight hard and I'm going to give them 
hell.” 

This correspondent has been asked more 
than once why Truman bothers to campaign 
at all, since the various opinion polls indi- 
cate that he would lose to Dewey in a two- 
man fight even if Truman were not harassed 
on his left by the Wallace Progressives and 
on his right' by thé dighard Tory Dixiecrats. 
But Harry Truman has something of the 
qualities of a bantam rooster; he is a fight- 
ing cock and it is not in his nature to quit. 


Truman Is Angry Man— 
Will Only Ge Down Fighting. 


When- an accident of history made Tru- 
man successor to Franklin Roosevelt even 


bowed his head, -valked in humility, and 
protested that he was not cut out to be 
President and would be relieved when he 
could retire in.1949. This period of self- 
abnegation continued through the months 
when Truman, who had been a popular fel- 
low in the Senate, was enjoying a political 
honeymoon. But when the honeymoon was 
over and the sharpshooters of Capitol Hill 
began sniping at the White Heuse, Truman 
changed, too. 

Gone was the excessive modesty painful 
to himself and his friends. Instead of 
drooping in the shadow of the great Roose- 
velt, Truman began to blossom in his own 
sunshine. He talked back to Congress and 
he vetoed a lot of bills he did not like. The 
more Congress overrode his vetoes, the more 
he was convinced he was right. The old 
model Truman, apologetic and self-abasing, 
had given way to the new model, confident 
and cocky. 

If Truman’s political honeymoon had en- 
dured and he had been able to retire in a 


voluntarily. At least the old model Truman 
had indicated such a possibility. But the 
new model Truman is fighting mad, and he 
will only go down fighting. 

It is plain that Harry Truman feels that 
he has been picked upon unfairly by the 
politicians, the press and the radio. There- 
fore, he will go to the country, as the saying 
has it.

President Truman has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by going to the 
country. He not only gets closer to the 
people but his remarks gain more space 
in the papers and more time on the air. 

If President-candidate Truman remained 
in Washington or Independence, Mo., and 
conducted a back-porch campaign, that 
would be routine stuff and would receive 
routine coverage. But by hitting the road 
and carrying his case to remote places, 
Truman dramatizes the campaign and at- 
tracts far more attention than he could by 
sitting in his/rockifig chair back home. 


Consider the Truman special train of 15 
cars. Along about the middle of it is the 
press work room, a standard Pullman car 
with the usual fittings removed and re- 
placed on either side of the aisle by benches 
to hold typewriters.

Questions for Gov. Dewey . 


When Gov. Dewey begins his campaign to- 
morrow, the ‘independent voter—he who decides 
presidential elections—will expect the Repub- 
lican nominee to make clear his position on 
various important issues. Unlike Senator Taft, 
who took his stand on all major public ques- 
tions with great frankness, Goy. Dewey has been 
relatively reticent. The time has now come for 
him to speak plainly and specifically. 

Here ‘are some of the questions that need to 
be answered: 

1. What afte Gov, Dewey’s views about ‘he 
control of inflation, the country’s most pressing 
problem? President Truman has repeatedly put 
himself on record in favor of a system of con- 
trols, as outlined most recently in his message 
to the special session of the Eightieth Congress. 
Gov. Dewey and the Republican party are op- 
posed to such a system of controls, but the 
G.O.P. platform promises to attack the basic 
causes of inflation. Since Gov. Dewey is op- 
posed to controls of the nature suggested by the 
President, how does he propose to deal with 
the price-wage spiral? 

2. Is Gov. Dewey in favor of public housing, 
as provided in the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill? 


As Governor of New York, he has approved ° 


the allocation of state funds for low-rent hous- 
ing for ex-slum dwellers. Would it not seem 
logical, therefore, for him to approve the alloca- 
tion of federal funds for this purpose? All of 
our large cities are struggling with the slum 
problem, whose solution calls for federal aid. 
What is the Governor’s position on this vital 
question? 

3. Does Gov. Dewey approve the attitude of 
the Knutsons with regard to decreasing federal 
taxes? In view of the great size of the national 
debt, the fiscal demands of the Marshall plan 
and the vast cost of the rearmament program, 
does Gov. Dewey favor the further reduction of 
federal taxes, as his party platform proposes? 

4. How does Gov. Dewey feel about the fail- 
ure of Congress to extend the Reciprocal Trade 
Act for three years, as has been the custom in 
the past? Congressional action in limiting the 
extension to one year has aroused strong fears 
that attempts will be made to scuttle or impair 
what has been regarded as the economic founda- 
tion of American foreign policy. Will the Gov- 
ernor resist such attempts? 

5. Where does Gov. Dewey stand with re- 
gard to the control of tidelands oil? This is the 
last great petroleum reserve in our continental 
territory, and should be carefully guarded in 
the interest of national security. The Repub- 
lican platform pledges its “restoration” to the 
states at the risk that it may be exploited and 
squandered by private interests. Does Gov. 
Dewey accept this plank of the platform? 

6. Gov. Dewey says he favors the construc- 
tion of great dams at public expense to generate 
electric power. Does he favor selling this power 
to private utilities at the damsite, or is he will- 
ing for the Government to build transmission 
lines to ultimate users? It is Government 
ownership of such transmission lines that makes 
it, possible to guarantee cheap power to home, 
farm and factory. Where does Gov. Dewey 
stand on publicly-owned transmission lines?) 

7. Gov. Dewey “wholeheartedly and enthu- 
siastically” indorses the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, _ This brilliantly successful adventure 
into the management of a river valley is one 
of America’s ‘most important contributions to 
the-technique of government. But the Governor 


thinks ‘that, for other regions of the country, 
“there are better means of developing valley re- 


sources. What are the better means? Why are 
not the fundamental principles of river valley 
management, as exemplified in TVA, likewise 


-applicable to other valleys? 


8. Where does the Republican candidate stand 
with regard to federal aid for schools? In 
many parts of the country, the education of chil- 
dren—of basic importance to democracy—is 
hopelessly retarded for lack of funds. Senator 
Taft sponsored a bill to remedy this condition, 


-but failed to get it passed by the Eightieth 


Congress. Will Gov. Dewey champion such a 
measure if he is elected? 

9. What are Gov. Dewey's views in relation 
to public health, and especially to the kind of 


health insurance recently advocated by Federal 


Security Administrator Oscar Ewing? The New 
York Governor is on record as being opposed to 
the socialization of medicine, but the advocates 
of health insurance deny that it is any more 
socialistic than other phases of social security, 
which Gov.

The first real postwar European tourist season 
is drawing to its close. Thousands of Americatis 
crossed the Atlantic this summer, many of them 
by plane.

Thousands of other Americans have seen it as 
soldiers, diplomats, aid administrators, econo- 
mists, teachers and business men.

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Three Judges Above Party 


Three Republican Circuit Judges in Illinois 
have set a standard of public service above 
party fealty that should shame the cowardly 
state administration at Springfield. 

In response to appeals by citizens and civic 
groups, these Judges—Dewitt S. Crow of Spring- 
field, L. E. Wilhite of Carlinyjlle and Clement L. 
Smith of Carrollton—have ordered a full-scale 
grand jury investigation of commercialized 
gambling and official corruption in Sangamon 
county. Judge Crow, who was due to hear the 
petitioners, did the wise thing of calling in his 
associates on the circuit to sit with him. The 
order for an investigation, therefore, comes 
from three Republican judges instead of one. 

While the court did not appoint a special 
prosecutor at this time, it did say that if the 
grand jury asks for one, then “no doubt, a spe- 
cial prosecutor will be appointed.” The Judges 
took the position that since there were no spe- 
cific allegations disqualifying State’s Attorney 
John W. Curren of Sangamon county, it was not 
a judicial duty to anticipate allegations. This 
is a tenable view. It is hard, however, to see 


how the investigation can proceed very far be-' 


fore Mr. Curren finds himself in the position of 


investigating his own office and its failure to ¢ 


enforce the law and prosecute violations. 

The ministerial, good government, business 
and other groups which obtained this investiga- 
tion will, of course, watch it carefully. Nothing 
else is so important to Sangamon county in the 
immediate future. As Nelson O. Howarth, law- 
yer for the citizens, said before the bench, the 
state capital and its county “stand indicted af 
the bar of public opinion.” Only a fearless in- 
vestigation, reaching as high as the trail of graft 
leads, can clear the community’s good name.

The Russians, so far have given 
no hint of their plans for this 
meeting. 

The Assembly is scheduled to be 
called to order Tuesday by Dr.

However, 
leaders hope the Assembly will be 
over in time for Christmas at 
home. 

Grouped in their various depart- 
ments are some of the world’s 
top problems. The Berlin dispute 
between Russia and the Western 
powers is not yet before the U.N. 
But it is practically knocking at 
the Palais door. 

Some of Issues. 

Here, in brief form, are some 
of the topics that will be taken 
up in the next few weeks by rep- 
resentatives of the 58 U.N, nations. 

Political: The prime question 
here, coming up from the Security 
Council, is control of atomic en- 
ergy. The Russian-Western dead- 
lock still holds after more than 
two years of debate and the West 
wants the Assembly to say where 
the debate goes now. Coupled with 
the atom is the question of reduc- 
tion and limitation of world arma- 
ments and armed forces. That was 
a pet Molotov project in 1946 and 
the Russians are expected to hit it 
hard. The Americans have indi- 
cated they will lay their cards on

Palestine: The death of Berna- 
dotte of course complicates this 
problem. It is not known what 
recommendations, if any, are con- 
tained in his last report. But 
Arabs and Jews are coming to the 
assembly determined to fight for 
their views just as bitterly as 
they have fought in previous ses- 
sions. Israel wants to become a 
member of the U.N. It remains to 
be seen whether the killing of 
Bernadotte will affect action on 
that point. Britain already has 
signified it is not ready to accept 
Israel, and might even veto an 
Israeli application. Russia and the 
United States were expected to 
favor the application—before Ber- 
nadotte was killed. 

Balkans Problem. , 

Balkans: The U.N. Balkans 
Commission has turned in a re-

Chile and Russia 
broke relations last fall. Their 
ambassadors were allowed to leave 
only last month because of the 
dispute over the Russian wife.

This is an old dispute involving 
charges by India that South 
Africa discriminated against In- 
dians in South Africa. South 
Africa denied it. The Assembly is 
expected to see whether any prog- 
ress toward a settlement has been 
made.

U.N. Guard: Trygve Lie, U.N. 
secretary general, is reported 
ready to ask for authority to re- 
cruit a guard of from 1000 to 5000 
men to serve until the U.N. army 
is formed under the Charter. 

Security Council Members: The 
two-year terms of Syria, Colombia 
and Belgium expire Dec. 31. The 
Assembly must elect three mem- 
bers to replace them. Iran, Cuba 
and Norway are being mentioned. 
India also shows signs of being in 
the race. 

Economic and Social: The Eco- 
nomic and Social Council passed 
on to the Assembly a large number 
of commission decisions accompas 
nied by statements of general 
Policy. 

It approved the work of the 
Economic Commission for Europe 
and the Economic Commission for 
Asia and the Far East; urged the 
Food and Agricultural Organiza- 
tion to continue efforts to increase 
food production; approved a plan 
for a U.N. scientific conference on 
the conservation and utilization of 
resources next May or June in the 
United States.

ROADS TO ZION, FOUR CENTURIES 
OF TRAVELERS' REPORTS, edited 
by Kurt Wilhelm, trans, by |. M. 
Lask. (Schocken, 117 pgs., $1.50.) 


ATIONALISM, often declared 
N a dead cat, has suffered some 
mighty unusual resurrec- 
tions. The latest example is 
Israel, established by the Jews 
in their long search for a spiri- 
tual home and a haven from 
persecution and fear. Spread 
across the face of the earth, 
speaking dozens of tongues, with 
diverse backgrounds and even 
physical appearances, the vast 
majority of Jews have now been 
earried away by this physical 
vision of a national] homeland. 
For anyone interested in the 
historical background of this 
movement “Roads to Zion” will 
be a revelation. It consists of a 
dozen short pieces, letters, es- 
says, reports, written by Jewish 
pilgrims to the Holy Land from 
1495 to 1894, that is, from the 
era of Columbian discovery to 
the beginnings of the modern po- 
litical Zionist movement. The 
journeys, often hard and danger- 
ous, were undertaken by indi- 
viduals and groups, for a variety 
of reasons; primarily to return 
to the cradle of the Hebrew tra- 
dition, but also for trade, educa- 
tion and in the later years to 
work on the land. In 1716, 1300 
left together from Poland; in 


1777, 300 from Lithuania, led by | 


their local rabbi, who wrote 
back; “Many changes, events, 
experiences and fates befall 
every single man who comes to 
this land, until he adjusts to it, 
has joy in its stones, and loves 
its dust, until the ruins of the 
land of Israel are dearer to him 
than a palace abroad, and dry 
bread in that place dearer than 
all delicacies elsewhere.

Charles Harrison, author of 

“Nobody's Fool’ (Henry 
Holt) assures his readers that all 
characters, incidents and organi- 
zations described in his book are 
purely fictional. The legal neces- 
sity for such a disclaimer in a 
realistic novel is well under- 
stood. At the same time it must 
be assumed that Mr. Harrison 
thought he was dealing with liv- 
ing ideas or he wouldn’t have 
submitted. himself to the agonies 
of creation necessary to get even 
the slimmest book in shape for 
publication. Certainly 300 pages 
filled with words, however well 
selected and smoothly joined, 
would not be worth discussing 
if they were derived from noth- 
ing, proved nothing and led no- 
where. 

So these disavowals are someé- 
what misleading. What is real- 
ly meant is something like this: 
“None of my characters are 
copied from life so anybody who 
detects a resemblance to himself 
in these pages is wasting his 
time if he hires a lawyer. Never- 
theless I believe that conditions 
existing {n the area of society 
I have described are favorable to 
characters and incidents such as 
I have invented. In short, it 
could have happened though it 
didn’t.” 

Applying this to Mr. Harri- 
son’s novel one comes up with

S which gave Ivan Mestrovic a 

place of refuge to teach and 
carry on his art after World War 
IT has now published a handsome 
volume on the work to date of 
the great Yugoslav master. In 
a sense it is called a war book 
since, because of conditions in 
his homeland, no extensive re- 
search could be done there and 
the authors, were restricted by 
the understandable modesty of 
the artist. 

But enough of his life, back- 
ground and struggles are given 
to get a clear picture of a great 
soul and the excellent reproduc- 
tions (158 full pages) of his 
work show the consummate skill 
of a superb craftsman and cre- 
ative genius. Mestrovic’s work 
follows the general line of 
Michelangelo and Rodin, but by 
no means in a slavish or !mitative 
sense for to that great tradition 
he has brought his own indi- 
vidual contribution. 

Born in Daimatia, Aug. 15, 
1888, of a Croatian peasant 
family, Mestrovic inherited the 
strong individuality and fierce 
patriotism of the Balkan Slavs. 
The native songs and local 
heroes had a deep meaning to 
the son of a soil that had been 
fought over by conquerers from 
both East and West and they 
became themes for his early 
work. A deeply religious man, 
his latter work concerned itself 
more with religious subjects. 
Whatever the subject Mestrovic 
brought to his creations the 
timeless quality of true art. A 
prolific producer, he seems 
equally at home whether the 
medium be wood or atone or 
modeling clay. 

His pro-Allied sympathies 
caused him to be jailed for sev- 
eral months in World War Il. 
Broken in health he was released 
at the intercession of the Vatican 
in 1942 and found refuge in 
Switzerland. In 1946 Chancellor 
William P. Tolley of Syracuse 
University appointed him a pro- 
fessor in the College of Fine 
Arts where he established the 
department of sculpture and this 
volume is a measure of the gain 
of Syracuse University.

Willa Cather---An End and a Beginning 


THE OLD BEAUTY AND OTHERS, by 
Willa Cather. (Alfred A. Knopf, 166 


Pqs., $2.50.) 
Tiss stories, brought together 
in this little book, are wel- 
come not only for their own 
worth, but also as an invitation 
to a re-reading and re-appraisal 
of her earlier works. Although 
she died little more than a year 
ago, hér reputation as one of the 
outstanding artists of American 
literature already is well estab- 
lished. The popularity of some 
of her contemporaries may fade 
as time and tastes change, but 
her insight promises always to 
command the interest.of discrim- 
inating readers. Her best books 
already seem to be classics. 
Simplicity and serenity — to- 
gether with superb craftsman- 
ship—may be set down as the 
chief characteristics of Willa 
Cather’s writing. Hers was the 
simplicity of deep understanding. 
She knew as much of the eto- 
nomic significance of the new 
West, of the importance of the 
railroads, of the cruel hard work 
on the farms, and of the impov- 
erishment of the spirit in the 
small towns as any Sinclair 
Lewis. In books like “O, Pio- 
neers” and “‘My Antonia” she 
wrote these things down in con- 
siderable detail and enhanced 
their settings with great beauty. 
As her style matured, how- 
ever, her books grew shorter. 
She used the single incident to 
greater and greater effect. Mag- 
nificent suggestion replaced la- 
borious exposition. In a little 
she encompassed much.

Perhaps of necessity, 
there is in them a certain turn- 
ing back, an indulgence of nos- 
talgia. “The Old Beauty” fs the 
story of a woman whose astar- 
like beauty once automatically 
dominated London society. Aft- 
er reverses and years, she is 
hesitatingly recognized at a con- 
tinental resort by one of the ad- 
mirers of the great days. This 
is a simple outline, but it is 
enough to portray a memorable 
character. 

“The Best Years,” the second 
of the stories, is a return to 
small-town Nebraska and the 
rural schools of the horse-and- 
buggy years. It is delightfully 
reminiscent of her earliest set- 
tings and characters. It is, in- 
deed, a kind of coda. The third 
story, ‘“‘Before Breakfast,” is a 
relatively slight thing. It helps 
to fill out a short book, 

Fven if these stories are not 
Willa Cather at her best, they 
are far superior to most of the 
prose that gets into type these 
days. As her last efforts, they 
demanded publication. And they 
are a reminder of what went be- 
fore. They are an end and a 
beginning.

BRUSSELS, Sept. 18 (AP)—Six- 
teen years after he soared 10 miles 
into the stratosphere in a balloon, 
Belgium’s scientist-explorer, Prof. 
Auguste Piccard, is ready to 
plugge more than two miles under 
water to search the deep sea 
world. 

Again he is using a kind of 
balloon, this time made of steel 
to withstafid the terrific pressure 
he expects to encounter. He calls 
it “my bathyscaphe, a kind of 
submarine balloon.” (The word 
bathyscaphe is derived from the 
Greek word for an underwater 
vessel. 

The professor has set 13,000 feet 
for his initial»goal, but told news- 
paper men he hopes to dive as far 
as 18,000 feet, or almost three and 
a half miles straight down. Ac- 
tually, he said, the bathyscaphe 
could go to much greater depths 
without harm. 

(The record dive is 3000 feet, 
established by the American scien- 
tist William Beebe in 1934.) 


Within the next few weeks Prof. | 


Piccard and his assistant Max 
Cosyns expect to make the first 
great dive in the Gulf of Guinea 
off French West Africa from the 
Government - chartered Belgian 
steamer Scaldis. 
- Bathyscaphe Described. 

Like a balloon, the bathyscaphe 

is composed of two main parts. 


The lower part, which in a bal-, 


loon would be the basket, is a 
steel sphere three and a half 
inches thick and six feet, four 
inches, in diameter. This is at- 
tached to a seven yards Jong float 
of ship steel (the “gas bag” of 
the balloon) containing 
than water gasoline, used as a 
substitute for too easily compres- 
sible helium. 

Completely equipped, the bath- 
scape weighs about 40 tons. The 
float is painted orange and the 
sphere white, bearing the name 
“F.N.R.S. III.” The initials are 
for Fond National de la Recherche 
Scientifique (National Scientific 
Research Fund) sponsoring the 
expedition. 

When the Scaldis reaches about 
© degree Longitude West and 0 
degree Latitude North, Piccard’s 
submarine “Balloon” will be lifted 
from the hold and put into the 
sea. The submarine then will be 
sent down, unmanned, to about 
12,000 feet where its surface will 


be under a pressure of about 6000 |

To make their dive Piccard and | 


Cosyns will enter the sphere 
through a porthole 16 inches in 
diameter. Once in the sea, Pic- 
card wil) start the descent by re- 
leasing gasoline from the float. 
At sea bottom a guide rope with 
a heavy block of concrete will 
keep it floating about six feet 
from the ocean bed. 

First Look at Such Depths. 

Piccard and Cosyns then will 
be able to take the first look any 
human be has ever taken at 
, Such depths through two opposed 

portholes made of cone-shaped 
plastic glass. Floodlights of 3000 
candlepower will help the record- 
ing of films and pictures and a 
dictaphone will be ready to regis- 
ter the scientists’ impressions. 
Two small engines will enable 
Piccard to maneuver’ the subma- 
rine around in the deep sea world. 

When it is time to surface, Pic- 
ecard will release a ferro-concrete 
ballast held under the spherical 
cabin by electromagnets. The float 
will provide the necessary lifting 
power. If by accident the electric 
power should be cut off, the bal- 
Jast would be dropped automatic- 
ally and the submarine would sur- 
face. 

To determine whether he is go- 
ing upward or downward, Piccard 
has placed a horizontal propeller 
above the cabin. The propeller 
turns one way or the other, ac- 
cording to whether the ship is 
gcing up or down, and sounds a 
sighe!l in the cabin through an 
electric device. 

If all goes well—and Prof. Pic- 
Gard is sure it will—other de- 
scents will be made with Piccard 
or Cosyns accompanied by a geol- 
ogist or naturalist. With the help 
of -harpoons and other gadgets 
they hope to bring back. samples

well the popular conception of a 
scientist that one of Belgium’s 
comic strip artists has used a 
'Piccard-like character as _ the 
‘dreamy hero of his daily cartoon. 
| But if Prof. Piccard looks the 
part, he is anything but a dreamer. 
Friends and students say he can 
hold his own with anyone in a 
business discussion, although he 
may take out a slide rule from 
his pocket to make the simplest 
calculation. Wearing double 
glasses of his own design, he lifts 
the front pair when he reags or 
éats. 

Piccard came to Brussels from

Serving Them for 10 Years="No 
One With a Detent Soul Should

LIZABETH TURRILL BENT- 
LEY, confessed former Com- 
munist espionage agent .whose 

testimony led to the recent indict- 
ment of 12 national leaders of the 
Communist party, has but one am- 
bition these days. She wants to 
turn her own sad-<and disillusion- 
ing experiences to some end that 
will benefit the people of the 
United States. 

“Perhaps I shall try to get back® 
into teaching,” the repentant cour- 
ier for a wartime Soviet spy ring 
said to this reporter in a lengthy 
interview. “I would like to get 
into some, sort of educational 
work, particularly with the youth 
of America. We've got to’ make 
them see what Communism really 
is and .what it does to people, so 
they won’t be suckers for this sort 
of thing.” 

In her recent testimony before 
the House -Committe¢e on Un- 
American Activities, Miss Bentley 
unhesitatingly told the story of 
how she became a “fool for Com- 
munism.” To this reporter she 
elaborated on the story. In a 
straightforward discussion she 
talked of various influences in ber 
life, influences that she called 
“things that go into the making 
up of a pre-disposition toward 
Communism.” 

She talked of the late Jacob 
Golos, convicted foreign agent, 
with whom she was “desperately in 
love.” And she explained the cun- 
ning and insidious methods where- 
by the Communists persuaded her, 
a woman, born of long American 
ancestry, and bred in the soil of 
the oldest Democratic traditions, 
that she could commit acts of es- 
pionage and still not be disloyal 
to the United States because she 
was ‘working ‘for a transformation 
of Democracy: into Communism 
for the good of her country. 

“T have been criticized bitterly 
because I dared -to find some 
small excuse for myself by saying 
that what happened to me hap- 
pened partly because I wasn't 
educated in being a good Amer- 
ican,” she said. 

“People’ have pointed ouf that I 
hold college degrees, that I have 
taught school, that I have trav- 
eled a good deal abroad. All that 
does not necessarily add up’ to 
an education in being a good 
American. You see I, like 80 
many others, just took this country 
for granted. “ 

“Until now, I never gave a 
thought to what America —_ 
what being a good American 
really means. I learned the hard 
way. Now we've got to really 
instill in the youth of America 
such an understanding and ap- 
preciation of Democracy that no 
foreign ‘ism’ can ever tempt 
them and take their freedoms 
from them.” 

Born of parents whose forebears 
were settlers when the Pequot 
Indians roamed the Connecticut 
hills three centuries ago, Elizabeth 
Bentley was an only child. She 
describes her late parents as ideal- 
ists. At Vassar College, which 
she attended on ‘a scholarship, 
she first became interested in 
Socialism. Her interest in Com- 
munism was aroused when she 
returned to this country from 
studying in Italy in 1934. In 1935 
while attending Columbia Univer- 
sity from which she received a 
Master of Arts degree, she became 
a member of the Communist 
party. s 

“It’s ag hard thing to explain,” 
Miss Bentley says. “When I re- 
turned after studying in Italy, I 
was infuriated by what I had-seen 
of Fascism there and I said so in 
a loud voice. The only people 


who seemed to be at all interested 
in what I had to say were the 
members of the American League 
Against War and Fascism. That 
was where I met my first real 
Communists. You see I thought 
of myself as a liberal.”

ITHOUT, she says, realizing 
W that her new found friends 

had a competitive Fascism 
of their own, she thought of them 
only as people who seemed to 
know what they Were doing, who 
were making progress, and-_in the 
right direction. She describes her- 
self as at that time being “young 
and impatient about life, ma- 
roomed, with nothing to hold on 
to.” 

Elizabeth Bentley, with degrees 
from both Vassar and Columbia, 
had found herself not quite sure 
of the future in those early 30s.

N case ‘there are still those 
| among you who never heard of 

a Hot Rod, it is, in a martmer 
of speaking, an automobile. Web- 
ster might define it—and in view 
of the fact the Hot Rod seems 
here to stay, he probably will de- 
fine it someday—as a speedy little 
job with a cut down body and 
chassis in which is mounted a 
“modified” engine. | 

Like all definitions, however, 
this one falls far short of giving 
you a complete picture of a Hot 
Rod, The fact of the matter is, 
they have to be: seen to be be- 
lieved. However, we can give you 

a few suggestions on how to rec- 
annie them. If you see a small 
car going along the highway, muf- 
fler open, which at first glance 
appears to resemble a ’28 Ford 
roadster, but at second glance 
proves to have a ’32 Pontiac radi- 
ator and grill, and at third glance 
seems to combine some features 
of several by-gone models but the 
over-all aspect of mone; if, as we 
say, you see stich a car, the 
chances are you hhave seen a Hot 
Rod. 

Just how they got the name Hot 
Rod no one seems to know. The 
name originated in California, 
where the Hot Rod also ‘seems to 
have gotten its start and major 
impetus. The building and running:

ber in the hundreds of thousands, 
most of them between the ages

_In. nearly every town and village 
you can now find a Hot Rod or 
two, and in the larger cities, in- 
cluding St. Louis,-they number in 
the hundreds and are organized 
into local clubs. There is a na- 
tional magazine devoted to Hot 
Roddism, called Hot Rod Maga- 
zine, and automotive manufactur- 
ers, in answer to a clamor from

This results in a body so 
low :the owner doesn’t dare drive 
on anything less. smooth than a 
paved highway, and even a slight 
rise in that might prove disastrous. 

‘Which leads into the other 
branch of the sport, if it can be 
called a sport, which is known 
as customizing. Where modifying 
applies to the engine, customiz- 
ing applies to the body, Customiz- 
ing, ._however, doesn’t have so 
much to do with speed as with 
esthetics. It is the business of 
rebuilding car bodies to meet the 
owner's idea of what the car of 
tomorrow is going to look like. 

‘The customizers are not to be 
confused with the boys who cover 
their cars with all sorts of chrom- 
ium gadgets and top off the en- 
semble with a couple of fox tails. 
The ctstomizer goes in exactly 
the opposite direction. He is in- 
terested in line, and line only. 
The less decoration the better. 
Old model convertibles are the 
best subjects. The job.is usually 
begun by lowering the body sev- 
eral inches. Then all the chrom-, 
ium trim is removed, even to and 
including the radiator ornament 
and the name plate. These areas 
are all “leaded,” which means 
they are filled in with a special 
body lead and then smoothed 
down. 

Fenders. from snother model 
may be substituted for the origi- 
nal, and often larger and newer 
model bumpers are installed. 
Sometimes the appearance of the 
grill is altered to suit the owner's 
fancy, and last but not least, a 
“cut down top” is installed. This 
is a special convertible top, de- 
signed and buik just for customiz- 
ers, which costs from $250 to $350, 
depending on the model, It sits 
much lower. than the ordinary 
convertible top and at a con- 


“siderably more rakish angle. 


The car is now ready for dH 
finishing. This done by hand, and 
is a long ‘and laborious process.

much money as he wants to into 
a Hot Rod, especially a custom- 
ized Hot Rod. Special heads for 
the motors, for instance, cost $85 
a pair. Special rear ends cost $150. 
It is not uncommon for a $100 
jalopy to emerge with an in- 
trinsic value of from $1000 to 
$1500. Where do the boys get the 
money? Most of them work, in- 
vest their earnings in new parts 
for their cars. 

“While I don’t like the idea of 
associating it in any way with 
the problem of juvenile delin- 
quency,” Herb points out, “it 


can’t be denied that it keeps the 


boys busy and interested. They 
spend all their spare time on their 
cars, and seme of them work as 
many as 12 and 16 hours a day 
on them. Not only does it keep 
them busy, but it’s highly instruc- 
tive.

In the meantime, the chances 
are that sooner or later you will 
encounter one around town, but 
you. no longer need to be mysti- 
fied.

Here the testimony of front-line | 
fighting men in Germany is in di- | 
rect conflict with the testimony of | 
the late Harry L. Hopkins.

RENCH fried shrimp, prepared by dipping shelled, 
cleaned shrimp in batter and then frying them in deep 
hot fat, originated with New Orleans cooks. Usually fresh 
uncooked shrimp are used; where more flavor is desired, 
the shrimp are boiled with seasonings before frying. 

French fried butterfly shrimp are a specialty of Mrs. 
Trixie Ann Buckingham, of Buckingham’s, who uses either 
fresh or boiled shrimp. In preparing the dish by frying 
alone fresh or green jumbo shrimp are _— and the 
sand vein removed. Shrimp are then dipped in flour, 
milk, and a commercial coating or dip, and fried in deep 
hot fat at 400 degrees. Frying time is about four minutes. 
Shrimp are drained on paper towels and served hot with 
tartar sauce. 

For the more highly flavored form of the seafood, 

shrimp are boiled for 10 minutes*in water to which onion, 
salt, paprika, and garlic have been added. Water and 
ingredients are allowed to boil for five minutes before 
shrimp are put in. After draining, the procedure is the 
same as with fresh shrimp. : 
_ INGREDIENTS: One pound fresh shrimp; one quart 
water, one-half t n each salt and paprika, one small 
onion, one clove garlic if shrimp are to be boiled. For coat- 
ing: Flour, milk and ready-prepared dip. For tartar sauce: 
Three-fourths cup mayonnaise, one-fourth tablespoon fine- ' 
ly chopped onion, one-half tablespoon capers, one-half 
tablespoon each finely chopped pickles, olives, and parsley, 
one tablespoon tarragon vinegar, which makes one cup 
sauce. Jumbo shrimp weigh about 20 to the pound.
